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The  name  COCHISU  was  introduced  into  the  Unite’  3tate3 
in  1820  when  two  brothers,  John  and  Henri,  immigrated  to  New 
York  from  Paimpol,  Cote s-du-Nord ,  Brittany,  France.  The  exact 
date  of  their  arrival  in  New  York  City  cannot  be  determined 
duo  to  the  facts  that  no  family  record  was  made  and  that  the 
immigration  records  of  New  York  City  were  destroyed  by  fire 
on  June  15,  1897.  So  far  as  the  compiler  can  determine  all 
persons  now  residing  in  the  Unite:!  States  bearing  the  name 
COCHISU  are  descendants  of  Henri  Cocheu,  the  female  line  of 
John's  descendants  now  survives. 

From  time  to  time  there  have  boon  reports  that 
Cocheus  not  related  to  these  two  brothers  were  to  be  found 
in  America  but  to  1945  wo  have  been  unable  to  verify  any 
of  these  rumors.  However,  about  1935,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Bourque, 
Senator,  of  Uichibucto,  New  Brunswick,  Canada,  was  good  enough 
to  have  a  search  made  of  old  Queboc  records  and  furnished  us 
with  photostats  of  all  those  discovered  containing  the  name 
COCHEU.  These  records  were  in  French,  and  translations  v^ere 
made.  (See  Appendix,  pp.  i  to  vii.) 

A  family  tradition  is  that  while  John  and  Henri  came 
from  Brittany  the  family  did  not  originate  there.  Ida ny 

explanations  have  been  made  as  to  the  background  of  the  family, 
some  fantastic,  others  appearing  possible,  but  not  one  accompan¬ 
ied  by  a  ve stage  of  proof  until.  April,  1928,  when  the  French 
Ambassador.  Paul  Claudel,  bold  General  Cocheu  that  the  name 
meant  "The  man  from  Cau" .  His  explanation  was  that  the 
general  region  now  called  Normandy  was  known  in  the  olden  times 
as  CAU  pronounced  Ko,  and  so  it  would  3eem  that  many  years  ago 
some  man  wandered  west  from  the  Cau  country  to  Brittany. 

As  a  young  boy  Henri  Cocheu  was  conscripted  (1808) 
into  Napoleon’s  Army  as  a  clarinetist.  Hi3  boxwood,  keyless 
clarinet  was  in  the  home  of  his  son  Theodore  for  many  years. 
About  1925  Theodore’s  home  was  entered  nnd  many  of  his  relics 
stolen,  among  them  the  clarinet. 
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The  first  printed  records  discovered  are  in  the 
1828/29  Longworth ’  s  Now  York  City  Directory,  page  179:- 
"Honry  Cocheu,  leather  dresser,  15  Perry  St., 

John  Cocheu,  25  Elizabeth  St." 
showing  that  both  men  settled  at  least  temporarily  in  that 
city.  At  about  that  time,  1828,  John  Cocheu  migrated  to 
Freeschool,  Robins  Nock,  Gloucester  Co.,  Va.;  his  descendants 
still  reside  in  that  neighborhood. 

The  data  covoring  John’s  descendants  have  been 
furnished  through  his  great-granddaughter,  Mrs.  J.  Clinton 
Hogg,  Wicomico,  Va .  The  Family  Record  kept  by  Henri  Cocheu 
and  his  wife  Catherine  Youmans,  ns  well  ns  those  kept  by 
Catherine’s  parents  are  in  the  possession  of  the  compiler. 

The  Henri  Cocheu  Bible  contains  place  of  birth  of  each  of 
the  children  ns  well  as  date  of  birth. 

Like  many  families  with  branches  on  both  sides  of 
the  Mason  &  Dixon  Line  the  war  of  1861  caused  loss  of  contact. 
One  son  of  John  was  in  the  Southern  Cavalry  nnd  four  sons  of 
Henri  were  in  the  Northern  Army.  Shortly  after  the  Peninsula 
Campaign  one  of  Henri’s  sons  went  to  the  old  home  of  John’s 
family  nnd  found  it  abandoned.  The  neighbors  reported  thnt 
the  entiro  family  had  died.  This  was  taken  ns  a  fact  by  the 
Henri  Cocheu  branch  until  August,  1924,  when  Mrs.  J.  Clinton 
Hogg  saw  the  name  "Prank  Cochou"  in  a  nowspiper  article. 

She  wrote  to  the  then  Col.  Prank  S.  Cocheu,  Chief  of  Staff, 

3rd  Corps  Aran,  U.S.Army,  Baltimore,  Md .  ,  stating  that  she 
was  a  granddaughter  of  Lucrotin  Cochou  who  had  married  Francis 
Buck  a  Professor  of  Music.  She  had  bolieved  that  she  had  no 
Cochou  relatives  loft  in  the  United  St-.tes  but  was  struck  by 
the  name,  similar  to  the  given  nr.no  of  her  son.  Francis  Cochou 
Hogg.  Her  letter  and  epoperation  led  to  the  consolidation 
of  data  covering  the  descendants  of  both  immigrant  brothers. 

John  and  Henri  were  sons  of  Yves  Auguste  Cocheu 
and  Marie  Jeanne  Jacob. 

For  several  years  n  correspondence  was  carried  on 
with  I0.1o .  Adrienne  Lnbouraur,  rue  Jules  Simon,  Villa  "Las 
Bruyeres",  Saint  Brieuc,  Cotes-du-Nor d ,  Brittany,  Prance,  who 
furnished  data  relating  to  the  descendants  of  Yves  Auguste 
Cocheu  through  his  younger  sons  who  resided  in  Brittany. 

This  data  up  to  approximately  1930,  will  follow,  each  individual 
being  denoted  by  a  number  preceded  by  the  letter  ”B"  denoting 
Brittany.

By  your  patient  firmness  and  your 
skillful  use  of  the  means  placed  at  your  disposal,  you  gained 
the  respect  and  confidence  of  all  parties  to  this  struggle, 
and  played  a  major  part  in  terminating  a  situation  which,  with 
less  skillful  handling,  might  have  involved  the  United  States 
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in  grave  and  far-reaching  complications.  It  is  a  great 
pleasure  to  me  to  express  to  you  ray  high  appreciation  of  the 
able  and  successful  manner  in  wnich  you  mot  these  emergencies. 

I  enclose  you  an  official  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  War  bearing  on  this  subject." 

And  again  in  a  letter  to  the  Y/nr  Department  as  follows  j- 

"I  sent  General  Cocheu  to  take  command  of  the  western 
sector  of  this  Corps  Area,  during  the  current  revolution  in 
Mexico .  As  Mexican  troops  on  one  side  or  the  other  have 

been  occupying  border  towns  and  fights  have  been  occurring 
dangerous  to  life  on  the  American  side,.  General  Cocheu  has 
had  some  very  delicate  nnd  difficult  situations  to  handle. 
Moreover,  he  has  had  to  reassure  citizens  of  Arizona  living 
near  the  border.  He  has  shown  marked  skill  and  discretion 
in  meeting  these  various  problems  and  has  succeeded  in 
adequately  protecting  American  interests  without  involving 
us  in  embarrassing  political  entanglements".
